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REPORT OF THE CANAL COMMISSIONERS. 



To His Excellency t Riohabd Yates, Oavemor of Illinois: 

Sib. — We have the honor to submit herewith our report of the 
business transacted by us for the fiscal year ending November 30, 
1902. 

The past year has been chiefly notable by reason of the many and 
unusually violent storms which have occurred. Its parallel canno^ 
be found in the history of the canal. Rainfalls of great duration 
and frequently amounting to cloudbursts have occurred all along the 
line of the canal. The result has been much damage that no human 
care or foresight could have provided against. Farm lands were in- 
undated and buildings washed away which for years have been con- 
sidered above and beyond the reach of flood waters; railroads have 
suflFered from innumerable washouts and wrecked bridges: and, nat- 
urally, the canal did not escape its share of damage wrought. Sev- 
eral times, in as many different localities, cloudbursts occurred which 
carried great quantities of earth, stone, driftwood, etc., into the canal, 
completely filling the channel from bank to bank, while numberless 
smaller bars were formed all along the line of the canal. The neces- 
Bary expenditure for clearing away these obstructions and repairing 
damages from these causes was nearly $10,000, as may be seen from 
the detailed statement in the body of this report. 

Nearly $10,000 has been expended in rebuilding aqueducts and 
wiaste gates; this expenditure, however, completing the work of re- 
construction for some years to come, with the exception of a couple 
of the locks which were originally built in the 40's and have had but 
very little money laid out on them since. These should be partially 
rebuilt at the earliest opportunity. 

As was fully set forth in our last report, the city of Chicago hav- 
ing abandoned the pumping works at Bridgeport, under the decision 
of the courts we have been compelled to assume the cost of their 
maintenance and operation. Up to date this has amounted to some- 
thing in excess of $25,000. The new pumping plant, to be operated 
with electric power, is now, however, practically completed and will 
be in operation before the next season of navigation. The greater 
portion of the appropriation made by the last Legislature for canal 
purposes was expended in the construction of this new plant. The 
cost to the city of Chicago of operating the old pumping plant, ac- 
cording to the records of that city, varied from $60,000 to $120,000 per 
annum. The estimated cost of operating the new plant is from $20,000 
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to $25,000 yearly, and of this amount about $11,000 will be returned 
to the canal treasury in the shape of rental from water power, the 
creation of which is incidental to this plan of maintaining navigation* 

The fact that during the past few years the canal has temporarily 
ceased to be a revenue producer has given rise to more or less talk 
of abandoning its maintenance. We cannot but feel that those who 
are inchned to this conclusion are not fully informed as to its value 
to the State in other directions than as a means of increasing the 
revenues. That the time for taking such a step has not yet arrived, 
if it ever should, we are fully convinced. Without argument and 
briefly stated, a few of the reasons for this conclusion are as follows: 

The federal government has nearly finished the construction of the 
Illinois and Mississippi canal, properly known as. the ''Hennepin 
Canal," at an outlay of many millions of dollars. Without the Illi- 
nois and Michigan canal as a connecting link with Lake Michigan 
the usefulness of this great artificial waterway would be almost en- 
tirely destroyed. Its completion will open a navigable waterway td 
Lake Michigan and thence to the Atlantic coast for the commence of 
a great territory, all of which v^ill b6 tributary to the old canal and 
the tolls upon which will materially increase its revenues. 

As it stands today, although its revenues are insufficient to fully 
meet with the expense of its operation, as a freight regulator, the 
Illinois and Michigan canal saves millions of dollars annually to the 
shippers of the State, its influence being felt in all sections, thougli 
in varying degree, this being perfectly demonstrable from a compar- 
ison of freight rates from different points to the city of Chicago. To 
make this matter more clear we beg leave to refer to the statement 
of the representative of the Illinois Grain Dealers' Association which 
was published in our last annual report, together with a map illu- 
strating the points brought out in his argument. To an unpreju- 
diced mind we believe the facts and figures there presented will 
prove conclusive. 

Waterways for transportation purposes are daily growing in favor 
in all sections, not only of this country but of the civilized world. 
Where time is not a predominant factor no other means of transpor- 
tation can possibly compete. The question should be not of aban- 
donment but of development and enlargement to meet the needs of 
and reap too the full benefits that are to be derived from this method 
of transportation. 

Perhaps the most prominent instance of the growth of this senti- 
ment is to be found in the state of New York, where, by the way. 
they have had the greatest experience with artificial waterways and 
are most familiar with the benefits to be derived from their mainte- 
nance. No tolls of any kind are levied on canal traffic in that state, 
the use of the channel being absolutely free to all kinds of craft and 
all expenses of maintenance and operation, amounting to millions of 
dollars annually, being paid from the state treasury. It is now pro- 
posed to expend the enormous sum of $60,000,000 in widening and 
deepening the channel and work will probably be begun during the 
coming season. 



The Illinois and Michigan canal is today in excellent condition 
save for the need of dredging. During the past six years all of the 
larger or more expensive structures along the canal, such as dams, 
aqueducts, culverts, etc., have been rebuilt, but it has been impossi- 
ble to do the necessary amount of dredging for lack of machinery. 
For many years two dredges were operated on the canal, but for the 
last 12 years but one has been in use. This was purchased in 1871 
and though still in commission is necessarily badly worn and out of 
date. A new dredging machine is needed and the new and the old 
machines should be kept constantly at work until the channel is 
restored to its orignal condition. One of the principal reasons for 
the falling o£F in canal traffic has been the doubt that has existed as 
to its continued maintenance, which has operated to prevent investment 
in building craft suitable for canal navigation. With the completion 
of the "Hennepin Canal" and the complete rehabilitation of the lUi- 
nois and Michigan canal, toward which much has already been done, 
this doubt would be removed and there is good reason to believe that 
the canal would soon again become self supporting and even a source 
of revenue to the State. 

The suit of Wheeler vs. The City of Chicago, in ejectment, to re- 
cover certain property in Bridgeport, occupied and used for a term 
of years by the city as the site for the Bricfgeport pumping works, is 
still on the docket of the United States circuit court, and the plain- 
tiff does not seem disposed to force a trial. The City of Chicago, by 
the abandonment and sale of the pumping works, has now no interest 
in the property and the corporation counsel of the city announces 
his purpose to file a disclaimer on the part of the city, stating that it 
has surrendered possession back to the State which is now alone 
interested in the litigation. Probably but little more will be heard 
of this case since the State is now in possession and suit against the 
State is the subject of express constitutional inhibition. 

The ejectment suit against one Thomas Cusack, begun in 1894, in 
the circuit court of Cook county, to recover a tract of land along 
the canal, near Kedzie avenue, in Chicago, has been set for trial, but 
now stands by agreement, subject to being called up on ten days' 
notice. 

The suit for injunction brought by the canal commissioners and 
the State's Attorney of Fulton county against the sanitary district 
of Chicago to prevent the removal of the State dams in the Illinois 
river, at Henry and Coperas creek, are still undisposed of. We had 
hoped that a decree would have been entered making the injunctions 
permanent, pursuant to an agreement between our attorney and the 
attorney of the sanitary district, but owing to their inability to agree 
as to all the details it was not entered and the suits are still undis- 
posed of. The attorneys for the sanitary district state that they 
propose to ask leave to file an amended answer, but they have not done 
so yet,andinviewof the situation we do not think the cases will be 
tried soon although they may possibly be disposed of during the year. 

In connection with the construction and location of the pole line 
by the Economy Light and Power company along the bank of the 
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canal, between Joliet and Bridgeport, under its oontraot to furnish 
power wherewith to operate the new pumping plant, considerable 
controversy has arisen with the park commissioners, the railroad 
companies and the authorities of the villages of Lemont, Spring 
Forest and Summit, each of which corporations interposed objec- 
tions to the construction of the line over the streets and track. After 
repeated conferences satisfactory contracts were exectuted by the 
park commissioners and raiboad companies with the Economic 
Light and Power Company for the construction of such a line and 
it has been constructed accordingly. The authorities of the villages 
of Spring Forest and Summit, however, refused to consent to any 
arrangemeut and bills for injunction were filed by us in the United 
States circuit court against each of said villages and its officers to 
restrain them from interfering with the construction of the line. 
Judge Humphrey has awarded preliminary injunctions and we are 
confident they will be made permanent. 

Having been advised by our own and other eminent legal counsel 
that the duty of constructing or repairing bridges over the canal 
does not devolve upon us, in fact, that the law does not give us the 
power to use the money appropriated for the maintenance of the 
canal, for the construction or the maintaining of such bridges, we 
have served notices upon the authorities of the various towns, cities 
and villages, within whose limits the bridges are located, informing 
hem that all such work will be discontinued from this time on, ex- 
cept where such bridges were necessary adjuncts to the operation of 
the canal. 

The sanitary district of Chicago began a condemnation suit some- 
time ago in the circuit court of Cook county to widen the Chicago 
river. Afterwards it amended its petition to make the State and 
Canal Commissioners parties defendant, upon the theory that certain 
lots have never been conveyed by the Canal Trustees or Commis- 
sioners and that a strip along the river still belonged to the State as 
canal lands or otherwise. The Attorney Generctl entered his appear- 
ance for the State and our appearance was entered by our attorney, 
each filing cross petitions. Judge Dunne allowed the State's cross 
petition to remain on file but held that the Canal Commissioners 
were not necessary parties but reserved the right to them to be heard 
and claim a part of the proceeds or damages that might be awarded 
on account of ''canal lands," and ordered the State to proceed to 
establish its title. The evidence in the case is being presented to 
the court at the time of making this report. 

We give herewith a tabulated statement of receipts and expendi- 
tures, together with the report of our superintendent and report of 
the treasurer to which we beg leave to refer for further details.

On freight boats per mile on the oanal, 3 cents. 

LockH)?6 at Henry and Copperas creek on all boats of 150 tons and under 
shall be $1.50, and this charge shall be made at each lock. 

On boats of more than 150 tons measurement lockage shall be charged at 
the rate of 1 cent per ton measurement, and this charge shall be made at 
each look: FroHded, That on boats passing through the lock in fleets of two 
or more, engaged iu regular traffic, requiring only a single lockage, the lock- 
age charge, by ton measurement or otherwise, may be divided between said 
boats at e^ch lock. 

The lockage of cabin boats, in tow of steamers or canal boats, shall be 25 
cents each; fuel boats in tow of steamers 50 cents; row boats in tow of 
steamers or canal boats, 10 cents each. 

No lockage on boats shall be made for less than $1.50. Cargoes most be 
charged for, as hert^inafter indicated, in addition to lockage charge on boats. 

Toll is to be computed upon the weight (1,000 pounds per mile) of all arti- 
cles contained iu the following list, unless ottierwise stated.
